As a Sub-Committee of the Lansing 
Human Relations Committee appointed by 
the Chairman, Mr. Hugo Lundberg, to 
study and make recommendations as_ to 
the seope and duties of the permanent 
Sub-Committees, we submit the following 
report. 


Our recommendation is that the Sub-Com- 
mittees—Education and Recreation, Em- 
ployment, Housing, and Research and 
Public Relations be composed of members 
of the total Committee plus representation 
of citizens from the community to serve 
in an advisory capacity and who are knowl- 
edgeable and interested in the functions 
of the Sub-Committees. Membership total 
of these Sub-Committees should be deter- 
mined by their needs and appointment, 
when appropriate, made on the recom- 
mendations of the total Committee. 


Attached are lists of the Sub-Committees 
with their recommended scope and duties.

Education and Recreation Sub-Committee 


1. Endeavor to ascertain the climate in 
the area of education and recreation by 
studying the educational recreational 
patterns of the community. 
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Enlist the aid of consultants where 
advisable and promote research. 


Investigate and confer with appropriate 
authorities concerning discrimination of 
any kind as it relates to education and 
recreation. 


Promote educational conferences. 


Encourage the establishment of appro- 
priate committees in the community to 
give assistance to culturally deprived. 


Employment Sub-Committee 


Encourage the establishment of a 
Fair Employment Practices Ethical 
Code by the Mayor and the City Coun- 
cil for the City of Lansing. 


Ascertain through a compliance survey 
that all city contractors include in their 
contracts a clause affirming fair em- 
ployment practices guarantee. 


Solicit the cooperation of employers, 
union officials and minority group 
leaders to expand employment oppor- 
tunities. 


Investigate discrimination in the area 
of city government and private employ- 
ment. 


Promote equal opportunity for appren- 
ticeship training for all persons. 


With the assistance of the Research 
Sub-Committee conduct employment 
surveys. 


Housing Sub-Committee 


Assist the Mayor and the City Council 
in implementing the Fair Housing Re- 
solution endorsed for the City of 
Lansing. 


Confer and cooperate with public and 
private agencies on problems of in- 
terracial and minority housing. 


Enlist the aid of the Research Sub- 
Committee in determining specifically 
where minorities live and are denied 
housing and its relationship to pro- 
perty values. 


Investigate dscrimination in housing. 


Help to guarantee law and order under 
open occupancy. 


Assist in the re-location of citizens in 
instances of displacement. 


With the aid of the Public Relations 
Sub-Committee distribute educational 
materials to break down stereotypes of 
minority groups. 
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8. Promote community meetings to pro- 
vide discussion, information and presen- 
tation of consultants on housing. 


Research and Public Relations 
Sub-Committee 


1. Provide needed reasearch as requested 
by the Human Relations Committee and 
its Sub-Committees, enlisting the aid 
of appropriate specialists. 


2. Make available to the Committee speci- 
alists in the field of human relations. 


8. Carry on a program of public relations 
to promote better human relations in 
the community and enlist the assistance 
of officials of the news madia and other 
forms of communication. 


4, Publish 
materials.

Rules of Administrative Procedure 
HUMAN RELATIONS COMMITTEE 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan 


The Committee shall organize at its 
first regular meeting in July of each year, 
or as soon thereafter as may be, by choos- 
ing one of its members as chairman who 
shall hold his office for one year, or until 
his successor has been chosen, and it shall 
be his duty to preside at all meetings of 
the Committee to see that the purposes 
of the Human Relations Ordinance are 
facilitated, and he shall perform such 
other duties as may be from. time to time 
lawfully required of him. The Committee 
shall also choose, in a like manner, and 
for a like term, one of its members as 
vice-chairman who in the absence of the 
chairman shall perform all the duties and 
have all the powers of the chairman. The 
Committee shall also choose, in a like 
manner, and for a like term, a secretary 
who shall keep and file minutes, and 
handle correspondence of the Committee. 
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The chairman shall appoint the follow- 
ing standing committees: 


1, Education and Recreation 

2. Housing 

3. Employment 

4, Research and Public Relations 


and such other committees as the Com- 
mittee may from time to time direct. The 
first member named on each committee 
shall be the chairman thereof. 


The order of business at any regular 
meeting of the Committee shall be as 
follows:

All questions of procedure not covered 
by these rules or the City Charter of the 
City of Lansing shall be governed by the 
provisions in the latest edition of Robert’s 
Rules of Order Revised.

March 11, 1963 
By Committee of The Whole— 


Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing: 


That in accordance with the request of 
the Sub-Committee on Housing of the 
Mayor’s Committee on Human Relations, 
the Lansing City Council adopts the re- 
commendation made by the Sub-Committee 
on Housing dated October, 1962, as follows: 


We hold that segregation based on race, 
creed, and national origin is contrary to 
God’s will and the American heritage of 
freedom. Recognizing that the home is a 
commodity on the American market to 
which all peoples do not have equal access, 
discriminatory practices in buying, selling 
or rental of all types of housing facilities, 
in Greater Lansing, should cease and such 
facilities be made available to all without 
consideration of race, color, or national 
origin. 


Adopted by the following vote: 


Unanimously.

Proceedings, December 12, 1963 





Meeting called to order by chairman 
Lundberg at 4:00 o’clock P.M. 


I. Present: Cutler, Darling, Dunnings, 
Frankel, Gannon, Goodman, Haruska, Lett, 
Lundberg, Lyons, Slowey, Wharton—12. 


Absent: None. 


II. Minutes of meeting approved as 
published in Council Proceedings of Novem- 
ber 18, 1963. 


III. Review of accomplishments of May- 
or’s Committee on Human Relations: 


1. Report by Grady Porter, its housing 
chairman—discussed housing for minority 
groups, neighborhoods, financing difficulties, 
effect of segregated neighborhoods on 
schools. 


2. Report from John Houston, former 
chairman, member of City Planning Board, 
liaison to State Highway Department: dis- 
cussed statistical findings of Planning 
Board concerning minority housing and 
highway relocation. He urged Human Re- 
lations Committee to coordinate efforts of 
the many groups working in its area. Noted 
that city has adopted National Housing 
Code. Reported findings of Mayor’s Com- 
mittee in city employment. Police in service 
training programs were studied and local 
development discussed. 


8. Report from Mrs. Betty Goodman, its 
education chairman: discussed findings in 
school personnel, pupil personnel, school 
boundaries, and administrative posts as 
they affect minority groups. Read resolu- 
tion urging Board of Education to work 
toward integrated schools. 


IV. Petitions: None. 


V. Communications: None. 


VI. Committee Reports: 


Employment—Cutler: no report. Haru- 
ska urged chairman Lundberg to realign 


committee appointments so a labor repre- 
sentative would be on employment com- 
mittee. Chairman suggested these changes: 
Darling from Employment to Education; 
Haruska from Research and Public Rela- 
tions to Employment; Lyons from Educa- 
tion to Employment. 


Motion to accept these changes: Dun- 
nings 


Carried. 


Housing—Dunnings: reported on com- 
mittee meeting of 12-2-68, set up areas 
of study, arranged meeting with Lansing 
Board of Realtors, reported on meeting. 


Education—Gannon: no report. 


Research and Public Relations—Wharton : 
meeting planned with Michigan State Uni- 
versty Departments working in Human 
Relations fields to assess research materials 
available. Read letter from MSU Wesley 
Foundation expressing concern about Ur- 
bandale area adjoining both Lansing and 
East Lansing. Recommends informal joint 
committee with East Lansing Human Re- 
lations Commission to consider this. 


VII. New Business: Budget committee of 
Cutler, Dunnings, Frankel presented a 
budget totaling $17,621. 


Motion to accpet budget report: Dun- 
nings 


Carried. 


Gannon recommended that job specifica- 
tions be included.
